Before I go into the facts of my findings in Dallas let 
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It would seem to be a strengthening proposal If it 
were possible to plan with the oritios for future action. A 
way in which the involvement of the individual critics in research 
projects would be as effortlessly acquired as the assignments you 
gave Maggie while you were here. The creation of a practical, private 
and efficient form of communication between individuals and your 
office and from your office to them is almost a necessity at this 
point. Such a communication system would cement relations between 
critics and reunite them in their new projects* I realize how totally 
you have utilized their important research in all of your work but 
it seems now that we must plan for an easier channel of oommunlcatlon 
for the future which promises to require the greatest efficiency.

have been accomplished as easily by the potential 
assassin as it was when I entered the storm drain 
myself on November 22, 196?. I would conjecture that 
if would have probably been easier for an assassin 
than it was for me considering what we know now about 
the case (i^e. the Dallas Police.) If there is any 
doubt I have photographs showing the speedy departure 
of my assistant from the drain. At 6:30 A.K. on a 
day when there was to be much activity in the Plaza 
(the Thanksgiving day Memorial program for the late 
murdered President) there was little or no traffic 
in the Plaza until after 7:30 A.M. when the first 
patrol car slithered down Elm street under the Triple 
underpass. By that time we had finished all of our 
work with the storm drain and were taking some more 
tourlst-llke photos.

There would be no need for any oxygen equipment in 
the space of the cavern. If the assassin desired to 
move further under the Plaza, as would have been 
possible for a rather small built man, he would have 
needed, in my opinion, some additional breathing 
equipment. The small size of the pipe (15") would 
positively preclude the conventional type of tank 
equipment used by divers. The pipe of 15" leads 
from the inlet on the North side of Elm St. under 
the street in a southerly direction toward Main St. 
and then joins an 18" pipe (after an extentlon of 
30 feet or so) and finally enters a "storm drain" 
of pipe with a diameter or 30" or 39". This means 
that an assassin could crawl through the 30 feet of 
15 V pipe without the aid of any breathing equipment 
and upon reaching the larger diameter pipe of 30", 
using an oxygen tank which he had previously

If you do agree that you should assign a man to this Dallas post 
other than Boxley who is well knownbby these people as" one of "Garri- 
son's men" then I would be glad to do what I can.

I took pictures 
from the thifd floor of the Texas School Book Depository 
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Building aiming out at Elm St. and also looking out tlie window 
to Houston St. bjr the fire escape. I was able to take the photos 
of the entire Plaza from the roof of the Records Building because 
I made friends with a negro maintenance man working in that building 
named John Luster, 31 » an employee of the Building since 1962. His 
address Is 3500 Meadow St. Apt. #205, 

New witness a) Luster was a witness to the assassination who has 
to the Assass- never been questioned by anyone and was very willing 
Inatlon to tell what he knew. He said that he heard three 

shots but when I questioned him further he said that 
they were not single shots they were groups of shots 
(three) which he took to be spontaneously exploding 
firecrackers. He viewed the President on Houston and 
after the motorcade turned the comer he heard the 
shots and thinking they were only firecrackers he enter- 
Sldewalk ed the sidewalk, street-level, elevator (no one ever 

Elevator mentioned thlsl I have film of him going down it). 

He descended to the basement in the elevator along 
with three other men whose Identity he could not re- 
member. He did think that one or mere of these men 
were strangers to him. This is puzzling because there 
is really no reason for a man to go down in this ele- 
vator unless he has work in the basement. There is 
a much more practical entrance to the rest of the build- 
ing around the corner, I still need still photos of 
this. The roll I took of this did not come out due 
to a camera malfunction. Also on this roll were photos 
from the Dal-Tex Building and from the TSBD. 

b) The Dal-Tex Building still photos did not come out 
but I feel that we must reevaluate our contention 
that a shot was fired from the second floor and con- 
sider a shot from the seventh or top floor. The isol- 
ation of a small office, one of a row of offices whose 
windows face out on the Houston St, side. This window 
Is well hidden from the street by the shadow cast by 
the TSBD and because of the fire escape which is attached 
covering part of the window.

Also in this sort of office enclosure Is a clutter of 
racks of clothing. Perfect soundproofing for any noise 
and also an ideal abundance of place to hide a rifle. 

On the second floor there is a good vantage point and 
the shots fired according to the analysis of the Zap- 
ruder film indicate that the second floor was a likely 
perch for the assassin. However, this window is in 
plain view of the entire floor of the .buiLdigg (see any 
aerial shot of the roof of the bullarngj^anfd^f there 
were any other spectators on that floor they would have 
seen the assassin or at least would have had any easy 
view of him had they been so inclined. His getaway would 
have been difficult if he made any strange movements 
because he was so open to any workers on that floor ex- 
cept for the few people in the small front offices Just 
outside the elevator.

Since the ”Tague Chip" in the curb would line up 
with either floor (seventh or second) It does not 
effect this observation. The angle of trajectory 
would, most probably, suggest the second floor be- 
tween the two drawing a point from the Lwind6v through 
the presidentfe head to the "Tague chip". All of these 
observations do not rule out the possibility of a 
floor somewhere between the second and the seventh in 
the Dal-Tex Building having been the "nest" of the 
assassin. I was able to take these pictures because 
of the very cooperative ladles who are the secretaries 
in the front office of the second floor and because 
there was some sort of office party on the Seventh floor 
and I was not noticed. I wonder now what kind of office 
party they would have on November 22, t967 at about 11:30 AM 
Since the film did not come out on this building I withhold 
my conclusions about this until later although I have 
always felt and still do, that there was at least one shot 
fired from this building. 

From the Texas School Book Depository Building I was 
able to take some film and a few stills on the third 
floor. A rather kind secretary allowed me to do this 
although it is against the strictest regulations. On 
the fourth floor, the highest floor to which the elevator 
will ascend even though five (Incl. the "5") are on the 
push-button control panel in the elevator. The fourth 
floor people are well trained and told me to leave the 
building. Then I went to the thlfd. I was also able to 
get into the back stairway by an "EXIT" door. This is 
the stairway Oswald allegedly used. Walking up to the 
fourth floor one finds that the door to continue to the 
fifth floor is completely blocked. Boxes are stacked in 
front of it as if it was never Intended to be a door; and 
to anyone who didn't know it was there it would not be 
visible. The freight elevator is only twenty feet, at most, 
from the stairway marked "EXIT'.' I was able to take some 
photos and some film of the loading docks on both the 
South (Dealy Plaza) side of the TSBD and the rear or 
Houston S. • side. There are two docks. The small street 
that runs^parailel to Elm St. above (north of) the Cement 
Pergola not only aervlces the truck entrance for the load- 
ing dock but also has a back entrance (from the Railroad 
yards to the TSBD) leading out of a make-shift garage. The 
photos I send you on this will be much more self explana- 
tory than my description. 

My findings were along the lines of escape wljlch would 
have been easily possible from both the Dal-Tex and the 
Texas School Book Depository Buildings. The rear loading 
docks of both buildings empty onto a point several feet 
north up Houston St. from the intersection at Elm St. 

A car coming from the parking lot behind the wooden fence 


phone the girrlval of four squad cars of the Dallas Police made 
me think along the lines of escape In a more real sense than before. 

I locked myself In Mr.XXXXXXX's car and he explained to the two cops 
who were about to arrest his son that they were Just taking some harm- 
less photos. I assure you that the Plaza Is well watched. But as you 
told me before we can always move faster than they can so, consequently, 

I have much valuable material safe with me now. 

4) Prom my meeting with the two people and Mary, I derived 
the following. Larry P. identified himself in several of the photographs 
that were shown. All were slides projected onto a screen. Larry P. 
and his wife were there and were totally cooperative. True to the 
irony of the Warren Report he is about the meat unlikely candidate for 
assassin since Santa Claus. He did tell an important stoyy of his arrest. 

After hearing of the assassination on the radio of the 
coffee shop where he was having lunch a block away from Dealy Plaza he 
decided to go directly to the site to see what he could. He ran down 
to the Plaza and stopped at a point in front of the Dal-Tex Building on 
Elm St. A policeman who was still reacting to the immediacy of the 
assassination (this was barely minutes later) was instructing people 
to stand clear of the intersection of Elm and Houston as his coords 
were investigating the TSBD. One polleeman asked Larry to hold one 
end of the restraining rope for the side of Elm in front of the Dal- 
lex Building. He did this for about three minutes until more police- 
men arrived on the scene and one of them took the rope from him. Be- 
coming once again aware of his own situation Larry decided to call his 
boss at the Bank where he worked to tell them he would not be back to 
work that afternoon. He aeked a lady in the doorway of the Dal-Tex bldg, 
where a phone was. She said he could make a call on the third floor from 
the office phone where her desk was. Larry and the lady rode up in the 
elevator with several other people, some of them possibly policemen but 
Larry Is not sure. After the elevator stopped on some of the lower 
floors it stopped on the third and he got out along with the lady. She 
directed him to her desk in an office and told him he could use the 
phone. She then left him alone in the office. As Larry picked up the 
receiver a man entered the office and asked him what he was doing, he 
was wearing a work shirt of some kihd and gave the impression of having 
some authority there. When Larry told him he Just wanted to make a call 
the man told him to leave the building. The man's tone was curt and ra- 
ther stern for the situation. Larry then proceeded down the elevator 
and out the same door on Elm St. He stopped to ask someone where a phone 
was and as someone told him there was one in the Records Building across 
the street a man, almost positively the same man from the third floor 
who had told Larry to get out, leaned out the third floor window and 
yelled loudly to the Policemen there, "There's your man" and pointed 
to Larry. The Police quickly grabbed Larry and placed him under arrest. 
They walked him down Houston street to the Jail (Sheriff Decker's office) 
as people Jeered and spat upon him. There were several clear pictures 
of the arresting officers leading him towards the Sheriffs office. After 
describing this part of the story Larry told us that he was kept in 
Decker's office until about 7:30 P.M. that evening when he was released. 
He said he was the last to be released and that the others (about ten 
other men)were released a few minutes earlier. Larry had to wait those 
extra few minutes while they brought him his coat or something like that. 


Larry could not describe the other men very accurately , he 
claimed his memory of the incident was not clear because he was 
mainly upset with his own situation. Hone of the men he was held 
with talked to each other nor to him. He did mention that all the 
other men were dressed extremely sloppy and that he was the one 
with a plaid or checked sport coat and an overcoat. Larry said that 
if there was anything we would like to ask him at any time he would 
be willing to help. 

5] Considering all of the above I want to propose another 
project for your evaluation. I have already begun to make a film for 
my UCLA project, as you know. I had Intended to make it a vehicle for 
showing the Moorman Blow-ups and still feel it should be. Bnclosed is 
the Free Press treatment of the Blow-ups which I know you must have seen. 
However, what would you think of this. A film suggesting, not definitely 
or factually restricted, what type of activity might have taken place 
in the Instrumentation of the assassination and the escape of the var- 
ious assassins. That is, a pictorial view' of the physical location of 
Dealey Plaza (realizing that it will soon be destroyed - do you know 
that the Balias City Council actually sent a telegram to Mrs. Kennedy 
asking her to dedicate the new John F. Kennedy Parking Gsragelll) In- 
corporated in this film would be the disclosure of the possible use 
of the storm drain; entrance, use and escape; the positions and viewpoints 
of each assassin behind the fence; the possible use of the grate to 
the storm drain behind the fence; the view of Lee Bowers of the escape 
of the two men behind the fence and the path -the oars took as they left 
the parking lot; then possibly picking up each assassin from the docks 
of the TSBD and then the Dal-Tex building continuing on northerly away 
from downtown Dallas; The escape of the assassin from the Becords building 
by surfacing up the street level elevator and walking down Houston street 
(possibly not using the elevator to emerge but rather for Jack Ruby to 
dissappear after viewing the assassination - as seen la Willis #8) then 
seeing the comer of commerce St. where a Hash Rambler picked up a man 
(ref. I’Three Assassins Killed Kennedy" Sat. Eve. Post) and watching the 
Hash Rambler continue down Record St. turning left onto Elm St. con- 
tinueing down to the Grassy Knoll where a man (Oswald or"Second Oswald") 
comes down the Incline from the Southwest loading dock and gets Into 
the car. 

All of these things could be supported by narrative explain- 
ing the testimony to support this curiously well fittin arrangement of 
the puzzle pieces. Intercut into the actual scene of the shots and that 
time period would be the view point of President Kennedy himself, as 
he saw the men behind the fence, dramatically augmented by the use of 
a zoom technique and also the view of the man in the storm drain open- 
ing. Cuts of the pictures in the Life Magazine photographs of the 
assassination. from Zapruden, Hughes, Towner, Willis etcetera would 
give the film better senee of reality of the Incident and would help 
to locate the audience viewpoint. Finally, the Showing of the blowups 
from the Moorman Photo without explanation, merely starting with the 
original photo in its entirety and proceeding on to the gradual devel- 
npment of enlargement after enlargement would dramatically indict the 
audience to move from their apathetic uselessness to some sort of feel- 
ing which might cause them to act on what they have seen. 
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9) Maggie and Ray Marcus and possibly some others have suggested 
that you make a more public statement about the posslblltly of the 
Government producing, for all to examine, at long last, a set of totally 
false X-rays and photographs consistent with the false findings of the 
phony Report. I realize that you made this statement clearly In your 
piece ’’Liberty and Justice for All", which is a fine, fine work and 
should be published, but I know that Maggie and myself feel that It 
cannot be said enough. Especially when you are In a television inter- 
view situation where you make reference to the X-rays aiid the photo- 
graphs In connection with the Commissioners attempt to maintain their 
Innocence. It would be advantageous that In the same Interview, where- 
ever tactically best, you told of the drastic measures to which the 
commission and their aides went to alter the evidence (l.e. the explod- 
ing trunk of the Chevy In Walker's driveway) and explained that it 
would be nothing for the Government with all their facilities and 
endless blank check of the taxpayer's money to produce an infallible 
set of x-rays of the shot's path directly from the sixth floor of the 
TSBD. This would be an Instance where another murder, that of the 
photographic subject, would definitely be in the "National Interest."

1 1 ) Ky brother, Andrew Jaffe, Newsweek, Atlanta Bureau, has 
met with me this last Sunday. He Is firmly convinced that the Sat.

He is In 
a precarious position. Aynesworth, he predicts, will be taken off 
the assignment of the assassination because Newsweek will want to 
change their position subtly as they have already begun to do when 
they covered the Thompson book.

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J. Now, the Universal Life Church was formed in 1960 

as an association. Who formed the church? 

B- The church at that time was formed by a DR. KIRBY 

J. HENSLEY, formerly from the State of North Carolina. 

He is an illiterate, in this respect, he cannot read, 
nor can he write. 

J. The Universal Life Church was incorporated on the, 

2nd of May, 1962 . Can you say where? 

B, It was incorporated in Modesto. It was incorporated 

as The Church of God under the Universal Life Church 
of Modesto, Incorporated. DR. HENSLEY drew up the 
papers, took them up to - or his wife drew them up 
due to his illiteracy. He fooled you quite well, 
but he does know his Bible by heart. That's through 
learning it from his parents.. . . But he took these, 
papers, typed up very crudely on ordinary stationary, 
went to Sacramento and bullied his way, and pleaded 
and cajoled his way through Sacramento, and this is 
entirely unheard of because I've talked with many 
corporate lawyers in the State of California, and they 
cannot understand how he was granted a corporate charter 
how he was granted articles of incorporation when you 
have to do it on a legal farm. But yet he did it and 
I have a photostatic copy of his articles of incorpor- 
ation which are done up that way. And to me it is 
quite appalling because there are strikeovers marked 
out and I know the Corporate Board of the State of 
California did not allow this because they have turned 
down many of my applications for corporation on legal 
paper because it was not spaced property. And yet 
DR. HENSLEY put in something that was absolutely 
atrocious. This I've always thought a bit weird. 

Now, you said it spread to 8,000 members; 3,800 outside 
of the United States. 

I did not say members. 

Ministers? 

No. You said members. I said ministers.

I said ministers last night. There are now 8,000 
ministers, affiliate membership numbers somewhere 
near 100,000 now. 

Where are the branches of the church outside of the 
U. S.? You mentioned there were 14 foreign countries. 

In Europe thfere is England, Sweden, Italy in particular. 
I have a list of all of the ones in Italy, and then 
Uganda in the Continent of Africa, and several of the 
new emerging African nations the people have been named 
Bishops and like this for their 6go purposes, and 
they're growing quite large. In fact the head of - 
the Bishop of the Uganda Church is the Defense Minister 
there of Uganda, I think that is very interesting. 

What's his name? 

I can't pronounce any of those black names. You forget 
it. I've got it at home. 

V?ill you send it back? Send us. . . 

I'll send it to Mr. Alcock, yes. 

Now do you know, for example, you just stated that the 
Defense Minister of Uganda is the head of the Universal 
Life Church there. 

10,000 members in his church inmUganda. He won't have 
have it for long. It's more of a political party than 
anything religious. . • 

Can you say another country where possibly a Defense 
Minister or another member of the government is known 
to you would be involved? 

I think you're projecting a bit because I don't know 
these people's positions. I know the Mayor of a town 
in the Country of Guatemala is the head of the Universal 
Life Church in his city, but he is not the head of the 
church in Guatemala. DR. HENSLEY is the head of the 
church in Guatemala. • . • 

DR. Hensley of Modesto? 

Yes. He is the head of the church in Guatemala. 

Does he go to Guatemala to take part in it? 

No, he's never been there. He just - all through 
correspondence. There are several ministers in 
Guatemala, Honduras - British Honduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua; one of the Samosa brothers, I don't know 
whichever one that is still alive, he wrote for our 
papers. He has been granted ministers and bishops 
papers with the Universal Life Church. Now, how he 
heard of it I do not know, and I understand that Samosa 
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is a very good conservative Roman Catholic, and it 
has puzzled me why he v/anted bishop’s papers to the 
Universal Life Church. But this is not for me to 
wonder, as DR. HENSLEY says, it's none of my business. 

I have gone through DR. HENSLEY'S files quite exten- 
sively. DR. CARL McINTIRE has papers v/ith the 
Universal Life Church. 

j. What kind of papers? 

B. Ordination papers. Bishop’s papers. As does HERBERT 

W. ARMSTRONG of Pasadena, who publishes the Plain Truth 
Magazine and the International Broadcasts is most 
extensive to all the English speaking nations in the 
world, called "The World Tomorrow" under TED ARMSTRONG. 
And of course they of the "I cannot fathom why the 
Samosa brothers would want ordination papers. There 
is only one left that I know of, of the Samosa brothers. 
I don't know too much about them. But this is typical 
of DR. HENSLEY'S operations. He says, "I will give 
ordination papers to anybody who writes me. All they 
have to do is write me in care of the Universal Life 
Church, 1766 Poland Road, Modesto, California 95351, 
and I will send them ordination." And he said he 
does not care who they are, or what they are, or what 
they're going to preach. They can preach hate - 
anything they want to preach because they only have 
to answer to the God within. This is DR. HEINSLEY's 
basis for giving out all of these ordinations that 
he gives out. HENSLEY has operations in 14 different 
countries, and I do not know the extent. The Italian 
one seems to be fairly great. The one in Sweden 
alarms me. As a person, it's my own personal observa- 
tion. But he does have operations in Sweden. Several 
ministers over there. I do know two recent deserters 
from the United States Armed Forces - what branch I 
do not know - have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY HENSLEY. Of course, KIRBY 
HENSLEY is known for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations. But' of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica- 
tion because they have done this. I feel very strongly 
that I'm - excuse me - keep my feelings out of it. 

■ Numerous intelligence men in the Long Beach Police 
Force have ordination papers with Universal Life Church, 
as L.A.P.D.S.O. - Sheriff's Office - intelligence. 

Also FBI, Long Beach, and I know the FBI office in 
numerous places have ordination papers with the 
Universal Life Church. Now, these papers - they can 
, get them under any name they want. They can use an 

alias because they don't have to furnish any proof that 
it is their name, so many people are using these for 
many devious purposes. Of this, I am sure. Now these 
papers, I want to reiterate, are perfectly legal and 
valid papers; and people are using these to impersonate 
ministers, and some are really using them for legitimate 
purposes. People who do not have the college education 
are using them. One of the things I wanted to point 
out with the San Francisco office of the FBI is Agent 
known to me as MANNING has a Universal Life Ordination. 
This is one FBI man outside of JOE CONLON at the Long 
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Beach office who has bishop's papers. There are a 
MR. NRKMAtl of the United States Secret Service has 
ordination papers, but under another name. He told 
me that he wrote for them - that he wrote for them 
under another name. Also, all of the FBI men in the 
San Jose Office have ordination papers, but under 
other names. This I feel that I am responsible for. 

It's ray fault to a very great degree, and I'm not 
going to apologize for it. But the country Canada 
is one that I really overlooked to men as an important 
part of the Universal Life Church. Now this is tied 
in with TOM BECKHAM and some "kook" in Ontario. I've 
got the name and address of the man who BECKHAM 
recently visited in Ontario in connection with his 
particular church, the Holy Orthodox Christian Churches 
whichi he made me a bishop of.

But 
I have conflicting reports on that from MICHAEL ITKIN 
who if seems that Hr. Garrison knows. MICHAEL ITKIN is 
a cardinal, or bishop, or pope, anything you want to 
name. He’s it. And he had currently been stirring up 
trouble in the San Francisco-Hate Ashbury, and in the 
Eerkely area Telegraph- ITKIN has his own corporate 
body called the HOLY EVANGELICAL CATHOLIC COMMUNION 
BROTHERHOOD OF LOVE, and they - ITKIN was exposed for 
myself in the City of San Francisco but’ it did no good 
because now it seems that ITKIN is getting from mysterious 
sources and is able to print these documents and papers 
and is grov/ing quite fast and quite large. HENSLEY got 
into the so-called 'draft dodging’ or helping the anti- 
drafters through myself quite innocently - maybe. Or 
maybe I got into it quite innocently. I can't figure 
out just what. But some young men wanted to be 
student. -ministers in my church in San Francisco, which 
was called the Universal CViurch of Light which was 
located at 465 Garic, Studio B. It’s a music studio.

The Light of Understanding. These people were all 
on my staff of the church in San Francisco. Young 
men ~ hippies - started coming to me asking to be 
student ministers, I later learned, for their only 
purpose, for being ministers v/as to escape the draft. 

When I so learned, I spoke to them rather harshly, 
and it ended their association with me but by this 
time they had already gone to Modesto, KIRBY HENSLEY 
gave them ordination papers, and this was the begin- 
ning of KIRBY HENSLEY'S anti-draft work which has 
been publicized in the New York Times extensively 
which led to a CBS telecast by MR. TERRY DRINKVWrER. 

And this was on CBS evening news Walter Cronkite; 

CBS late night news local Los Angeles; and CBS morning 
news with Douglas the next morning. Anyhow, HENSLEY 
- this is how he got into, or maybe the anti-draft 
movement. HENSLEY is not -■ of course he does not 
profess to be anti-draft. But I do think it is 
strange, because after this I personally contacted 
the Attorney General of the State of California, MR. 

TOM LYNCH, and MR. FRANK JORDAN the Secretary of State 
who has control over such matters as the corporate 
bodies existing in their State. MR. LYNCH and MR. , . 
JORDAN both told me that DR. KIRBY HENSLEY they can 
find nothing wrong with his operations even though 
1 had pointed out the CBS telecast, the New York Times 
disclosures, and the disclosures over the wire services 
Associated Press and United Press International. And 
yet these men. State elected officials, appointed 
officials - MR. JORDAN - most of his people. MR. 

JORDAN is elected. Excuse me. He's elected every 
year. He has been in so long I thought he was appointed 
tie's been in about 30 years. But anyhow, these 
gentlemen told me that they can find nothing wrong 
with KIRBY HENSLEY'S operations and they said - 
wanted to question me why I was coming to them to ask 
them to close him down when I used to be a part of 
DR. HENSLEY'S operation, and I told them that DR. 

HENSLEY used to be an honorable, honest man, but now 
he has gone into what I feel - things that are detri- 
mental to the security of the country of the United 
States. I have seen other people prosecuted and sent 
to prison for doing the things far minor against the 
draft than what KIRBY HENSLEY has said on coast-to- 
coast TV, and ds currently doing. He now has 8,0,00 
ministers. Of tha se 8,000 I v/ould have to say very, 
very truthfully, because I know this to be a fact, 
that over 3,00 of them are draft-dodgers. And 1 want 
to say, of the 3,000 draft-dodgers, that approximately 
1,000 have received 4-D Divinity classifications from 
their Draft Boards. And 1 want to point out to you 
that when they receive a 4-D classification,' they 
cannot be drafted, nor can their classification be 
changed, my understanding of the Selective Service 
laws in the State of California. PR, KIRBY HENSLEY' s 
organization is incorporated in 27 other states. This 
is something I neglected to mention earlier. 27 other 
states. The last being the State of Nevada. The latest 
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I should say. He plans to have it incorporated 
in every single State of the Union. Where he is 
getting the money for this is really beyond me. 
Where KIRBY HBNSLEY is getting the money all along 


repeat - he has never cidvertised in any publication, 
major or minor, v/ith the exception of our magazine. 
The Light of Understanding, and KIRBY HENSLEY 's ad- 
vertisement in there just says merely “Universal 
Life Church'\ Modesto, California, and gives the 
address, but it does not say "Get an Ordination”, or 
"Buy and Ordination", or anything. But I want to 
point out that DR. HENSLEY does not sell his ordin- 
ations. He gives them to you free. Scott free. He 
does not sell them. So, I want to emphasize this 
over and over, and I would appreciate Mr. Ivon and 
everyone in this - I would appreciate everyone in 
this i5articular office writing to DR. HENSLEY under 
assumed names with post office boxes preferably, 
maybe General Delivery or just anyone else’s address, 
and write for ministerial papers just to see how this 


handing out the bishop's papers now. Usually - I 
can't really say how he hands put the bishop’s papers. 

I was pointing out earlier about the bishop of Uganda, 
HENSLEY is on the board of TOM BECKHAM'S American 
Academy of Professional Arts, as. is FRED LEE CHRISMAN 
of Tacoma, Washington, and vice versa in all, the other 
organizations. MICHAEL ITKIN, who heads up the 
Evangelical Catholic Communion, which I talked about 
earlier. for a moment, have extensive information on 
ITKIN 's bullshit which I will send to the New Orleans 
office on this particular portion because I did not 
know that ITKIN had been in New. Orleans, and had been 
the great source of trouble that he had been in this 
City. MORELAND BALLARD of Baltimore is the man who 
is supposedly - I want to point this o\it - supposedly 
ordained DAVID PERRIE. Now, I have no way of checking -

1 have spoken v/ith 
BALliARD long distance on the telephone from San Jose 
when I was helping the FBI with the investigation of 
the Students ’for Democratic Society in San Jose, but 
let me add that the investigation in San Jose was not 
of my doing. That was the suggestion of certain people 
in the federal government that I assisted because I 
had many young people who were attending San Jose State 
College who were involved in SDS, and I did my dirty 
deed. I’m not going to try and justify it, and I'm not

I do have ways of checking this out, but I would have 
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going to say I'm ashamed of it because at the time 
I did it - that's it. But anyhow, I'm starving to 
death right nowr. When I talked to .BALLARD IN 
Baltimore, BALLARD said that he knev/ nothing of 
ITKIN except that ITKIN came through Baltimore; 

ITKIN v/as a hypocritical egotistical little bastard 
v/ho wanted to connect up v/ith the Old Catholic Church 
of wiiich BALLARD claimed he was the Metropolitan 
Bishop. I have seen papers to this effect that say 
that BALLARD is the Metropolitan Bishop of it. But 
BALTjARD said that he .v/as - I did not ask BALLARD 
anything about New Orleans or anything of this nature. 

But as far as ITKIN in New Orleans, I know nothing - 
I knew nothing until last night that ITKIN had ever 
been to this particular areja. I know ITKIN has a 
fantastic hatred. ITKIN is a homosexual - a rather 
f flagrant homosexual, wanton. But ITKIN has never 
/ mentioned even being to this City. ITKIN is much

I have been asked 
questions by Mr. Jaffe concerning EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. 

EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY as all well know, had 
purchased a bus ticket and said that he was en route 
and arrived, and knew nothing of the assassination of 
President Kennedy until he arrived in El paso. As 
anyone knows, that particular route of the bus, BRADLEY - 
and any bus of the Greyhound or Trailways, you may 
get off any any designated stop, any place you want, 
and re-join another bus coming through later on, and 
no one knows the difference.

I, myself, 
have done this on bus trips, and so I know it can be 
done. So BRADLEY'S story there does not hold water 
because there is no one on the bus, if anyone who has 
travelled cross-country as BRADLEY claimes he was 
doing, if you travel cross-country with people and 
you do not get off a bus, people remember you regardless. 
I mean you strike up acquaintanceship, and I don't care 
if you are the most introverted person, this is the 
part of BRADLEY'S story which proves conclusively to 
me that this ‘man - of course this is my own personal 
opinion - this man is lying in this particular case. 
f Of course, DAVID FERRIE had mentioned him casually, 
but I do want to point out this part about BRADLEY 
that there are pictures that I have looked at here 
that are quite shocking to me. I see a man which I 
knew as RED STOWE with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. I thought 
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at first the pictures were of Parish Prison, but 
they are not of Parish Prison they are Dealey 
Plaza, and this is RED STOWE a "punk", "hustler", 
"alcoholic", a roll- them- over beat-em-up, anything 
he can do. He is in the pictures with the man 
alleged to be BIU^DLEY. Isiov/ this man in the picture 
BRADLEY says is not himself. The Dallas Police 
Force says it is not BRADLEY. But, the striking 
siviiilarity - the similarity is too great for it not 
to be BRADLEY. It has to be. I cannot be anyone 
else but BRADLEY, because this is how BRADLEY looks 
when he is carousing. People who - in Los Angeles 
at the moment who have seen BRADLEY, and I have seen 
BRADLEY, it looked like BRADLEY because I have seen 
BRADLEY recently in a carousing mood in - out on the 
Strip, and this was BRADLEY' in the - Hollywood by 
Farmer's Market. I had seen him out near - he had 
on a sport shirt, tousled - his hair was tousled, 
much like the picture that I now see that is Dealey 
Plaza. It looked like him. It looked nothing like 
the pictures that are in the courtroom there. Of 
coxirse at the time I did not know that was EDGAR 
EUGENE BRADLEY except the face was horribly familiar. 

And of course he's been on - his pictures have been 
on TV and in the newspapers quite a bit in California, 
and - but I did not associate that particular man at 
that time with the pictures that I'd seen on television, 
because all the pictures there had been of a man very 
neatly dressed, hair combed right down to a speck. But 
this, the pictures here of the man at Dealey Plaza 
are EDGAR EUGENE BRADLY that I ha ve seen in some of 
his carousing moments. 

FERRIE v;as mentioning the Voice of Americanism by the 
anti-Communist Christian Crusade, BILLY JAMES PIARGIS ' 
crusade, and also McINTIRE. The Voice of Americanism, 

I want to point out, comes from Pasadena, California, 
and plays a very important role. BRADLEY was allegedly 
going from McINTIRE' s to the Voice of Americanism, 
which is headed up by - Jaffe remembers the story. It 
is in The Free Press, the name of this man who BRADLEY 
has a great deal of association with. The Voice of 
Americanism from Pasadena, California, a religious 
broadcast? The story wa.s supposedly showing atrocities 
by the Vietcong, when in reality I, myself, recognize 
the picture right off, and had screamed to the radio 
station, KGR in Long Beach, that that picture was 
taken as a still from the movie "The Sand Pebbles", 
and this is the picture used by the gentleman, CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name. Now it is coming to me. CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name, and he and EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 
McINTIRE and -HARGIS and SCI-rWARTZ, they're all in the 
same particular bag. They all know one another. Whether 
they admit it or not this is ab.solute fact because I'm 
the Pasadena police if they were in a cooperative mood 
could tell you if they put out surveillance, they v/ould 
see the cars, of SCIWARTZ'in Pasadena at McBURNIE ' s 
house. And this also goes to GARNER TED ARMSTRONG at 
the "Plain Truth" Magazine, the World Tomorrow broadcast 
coming from Pasadena. I think it's quite interesting 
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that a greiit deal of the radical right-wing activities 
religious-wise come out of Pasadena and Long Beach. 

In connection, when FERRIE had said CARLOS was to fly 
to Houston, this is where BIlADLEY's name came up. 
BRADLEY was not one of the tv/o people, but I said, 

"How many were there?", and he said there . was more 
than two. I said, "Who is the other one?", and he 
said the other one involved a guy by the name - some 
kind of nut jay the name of BEIADLEY. He says one of 
these religious fanatics. Now he did not use the 
name EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. He said "BRADLEY". When 
he used the word "BRADLEY", I mentioned - I asked him 
what he was referring to, and he said BRADLEY was a 
minister. And this is how I learned that DAVID FERRIE 
was a "priest". A Catholic' Priest. BRADLEY was a 
minister with MeINTIRE ' s organization. He has papers 
with numerous of these radical right ministerial groups 
BRADLEY is an ordained minister. He does not profess 
to be to anyone. He's is just EUGENE BRADLEY who 
works for MeINTIRE and his group in New Jersey. I 
want to point oiit one thing which I have not pointed”' 
out to anyone before, MeINTIRE is' associated very 
loosely, but is associated with a person who knows 
BRADLEY in New Brunswick, New Jersey, and this man's 
name is TIMOTHY BECKLEY. TIMOTHY BECKLEY is a 
UFO-ologist - flying saucers to you all. But BECKLEY 
knows something of BRADLEY because in a Newsletter 
sent out not too long ago by BECKLEY 's UFO group 
there in New Brunswick, I have the full title of 
BECKLEY' s - it's on Courtland Place - have the full 
address and all in Long Beach, and here, now, it seemed 
insignificant at" that time, but he inserted a little 
article sticking up for EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY and saying 
that he had nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy- I thought it was quite curious - 
it was quite curious to me that he even inserted this 
in the UFO magazine, there was no need for. That's 
my personal opinion. But this makes me wonder about 
BECKLEY and his association with MeINTIRE- They're 
both in the State of New Jersey and just a short 
distance from one another. BECKLEY, by the way, has 
minister's papers with the Universal Life Church. The 
Universal Life Church is an incorporated body in the 
State of Texas. There are numerous Universal Life 
ministers, and I could not even begin to go into right 
now all the names of that I know of. If I can get on 
KIRBY HENSLEY'S good side again, and could go through 
the records in Modesto again it would be of great help. 
But right now I'm on KIRBY 's bad side. Yes, there are 
ministers in Dallas. There are ministers in Dallas 
and Fort Worth and Arlington. The Sky Ministry is in 
Arlington. That is the Universal Life Church minister 
who conducts what he calls a Sky Ministryy He drops 
leaflets. According to him, he drops leaflets. 
Religious leaflets. And he is a Sky Pilot minister, 
in Arlington. He has a Fort Worth post office box. 
Angel VJing, Texas is another portion of the Universal 
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Life Churcta down there which he claims that he raises 
money for an Angel Wing orphanage in Angel Wing, Texas. 
There is no such eiddress as "Angel VJing" - a town as 
Angel Wing that I have been able to discover. I do 
have an address for the Angel Wing Ranch. I have been 
asked if I had the name of The Church of the Abundant 
Light. This is a very familiar name to me in connec- 
tion with MICtLXEL ITKIH. This is one of the churches 
in his ecumenical movement. I have been asked concern- 
ing whether I‘ tried to leak out some information under 
the guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
but I wrote it in the Light of Understanding and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public. But I will say this, the response 
from the spiritualist people in the country has been 
one million per cent overwhelming and they all accept 
what has been given there in that article as gospel 
truth. Which it is - gospel truth - as the way 1 have 
learned it from ah. . . 

PERRIE referred to RUBY, he never used the word "RUBY" 
once - he referred to JACK as "a fat clown from Dallas; 
and he's a faggot, and he likes to> eat pussy", which 
is not unusual in the homosexual underworld. A lot of 
them like to get it in the rear, while eating the 
pussy. Shocking Mr. Garrison? Lovely. Yes, this is 
one thing I believe very strongly - well this is some- 
thing he was very emphatic upon. In fact, this is one 
of his more serious moments when he was high. Now, as 
I said before, I cannot swear up and down that it was 
liquor because I don't think one or two beers puts 
anybody stoned. But he did take a great amount of 
pills because he was a fantastically nervous person. 

But as I stated many times before, he was an intelligent 
person and a brain attract more than a physical body. 

But anyhow his - he mentioned TIPPIT - OFFICER- TIPPIT. 
Now, he mentioned TIPPIT and OSWALD and RUBY as being 
in the same "cell". Now, I'm sure this was not a jail, 
and the only things that's been used as cells in America, 
the term "cells" has been applied to Communist groups - 
Now RUBY, according - "FAT JACK' the clown", had been 
referred to by RUBY - by, excuse me, I've got Ruby on 
the brain - by PERRIE as not having any love for Kennedy, 
so this is why this later display of killing OSWALD was 
so phoney to PERRIE himself. And he said that TIPPIT 
did not - that TIPPIT was a part of the cell as OSWALD. 
OSWATjD did not shoot President Kennedy; that OSWALD ran 
out and as he did BOB threatened to shoot him.

SHAW quite well as they talked, and then MARTENS would 
go around talking to others, and MARTENS to my way of 
thinking, ati.that time did not look like he could be 
over 18, maybe 19 at the very, very most.

dollar and I did this the other evening to the other 
people at the Center Hotel and the restaurants and 
the bars and everything directly across from Continental. 
The one lady said that I did look familiar, but she 
said that was three years ago and there had been so 
xaany people come and go into her particular hotel. 

This woman says, "Well, I don't remember you. But I 
know all of Mama's guests." Well, she's a liar because 
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she is an obvious prostitute. Of course, I may be 
slandering myself ~ or slandering her, open to suit 
but I don't give a damn. I'm letting the cards fall 
where they may because v/e can probably get the 
witnesses to prove tViat she is a whore or prostitute. 
But the woman is elderly herself. Her mother, of 
course, was much older. She said her mother killed 
by a German Shephard. This confirms a story that I 
had heard later concerning the death of her mother. 

Her mother was extremely distrustful person. She 
had a small black dog as I remember when I lived there. 
The rooms are exactly as I described them to otliers. 
It's still a gray building. It was a gray building 
then. There is that horrible, atrocious yellow 
picture of Huey Long hanging on the wall. You go 
down the hallway and I had not entered into the 
hotel and I said to her, I says, "Is the bath at the 
end of the hall on the right?" She confirmed this, 
and I asked her about the rooms, "Sre they small?" and 
she said, "Yes, they are small", and then I pretty 
well described the hotel before I went on into it. 

There is kind of an alcove ante-way to go into it. 

The woman is nasty. I do remember her as being the 
daughter of the owner of the hotel. I mean, one 
couldn't forget a bitch like that. And* at that time 
she was whoring around, if I - I don’t remember her 
that well, but I do remember that sHe was whoring 
around. She looks much different now than she looked 
then. She was much more painted and she is no«^ - 
today she looked like a plain, grey-haired - more 
salt and pepper hair. And she is elderly. She is 
in her 50 's I would say now, and she is still plying 
the trade to the best of her ability probably. A man 
for a room for the night. Of course I'm doing this 
speculation, but that is the hotel - the Center Hotel - 
I remember it quite well because at that time there 
were a great deal of homosexuals and hustlers, and 
it was a good place to find what you wanted. I want 
to point out before this tape runs out, and while Mr. 
Jaffee and Mr. Alcock are not in here - I don't mind 
saying it to Mr. Alcock - but I do want to say this, 
that the - I am a great deal disappointed that the 
Dixie's is now gone because I was led to believe that 
Dixie's was still here. There is a Dixie's here but 
it is not the Dixie's that was here in 1965. Where 
Dixie's was at in 1965 is now taken over by some place 
called the Dream House or the Dream Room or something 
or other. Maybe it's not even that, but it's just 
down the street. LaPitte's in Exile is still here. 

It is much dirtier, and they've done nothing to it. 

It was very, very crowded the other night when I was 
there. I was looking for LAYTON MARTIi^MS . That was 
the reason I -went out. I did not let Jaffee or any 
of the people of the District Attorney's Office know 
because I wanted to find MARTENS. I wanted him to see 
me. I v/anted him to see if he remembered me. He is 
like a machine sexually, and he probably would not 
remember me. But when you are a person of my nature 
you certainly remember somebody as cold as that, and 
he operates like a machine and it's on a money basis.

On August 2, 1963, I conducted a re-interview with 
REV. RAYMOND BROSHEARS- He told me that he had been informed' 
by a reporter named HURRY, who works with the Long Beach Police 
Department, that intelligence officers had given information 
to the local newspaper. The Long Beach Press. Telegram, and that 
a forthcoming unfavorable article would be written about him. 
MURRY told BROSHEARS this article would appear probably Sunday, 
August 11th. I told BROSEIEARS that I would write an article 
for the Los Angeles Free Press which would appear on Thursday, 
"August 8th, which would explain the possibility of an article 
in the Long Beach Press Telegram, and therefore cancel any 
disparaging effect which the article might have on his reputation 
(See attached article) 


I showed a photograph of the man possibly known as 
RALPH SHLATTER or "SKINNY RALPH” to REV. BROSEffiARS. He said 
that he was not sure, but he felt that he might have met this 
man in New Orleans in one of the "gay bars". BROSHEARS said 
that he felt that if this was the man, he was going by the name 
of "RED" and was operating as a "hustler" in the gay or homo- 
sexual underground. 




I showed BROSHEARS the photograph of CLAY SHAW. He 
recognized him immediately stating that he had known this man 
in New Orleans, and had .met him in the compnay of DAVID FERRIE 
in late August or early September of 1965. BROSHEARS said that 
he was with DAVID FERRIE when he met CLAY SHAW. He said that 
FERRIE introduce SHAW as either "CLARA" or on another occasion, 
"BURT'S or "CLAY". 


BROSHEARS said that the first time he met this man 
(CIAY SHAW) was in a bar called "Dixie's". At that time he 
said the man v/as dressed in sport clothes, but later changed 
into a coat and tie and the three of them went in a cab from 
Dixie's to a restaurant v;hich he said he would be able to locate 
in New Orleans, but that he covild not remember the name-of the 
restaurant at this time. BROSHEARS said thi t the first meeting 
at Dixie's had taken place because FERRIE had told him he had 
. . to go there to get some money. 
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according to DA VXD FERRlE, it had been two assassins v/ho were 
behind the fence. One of the. asscissins^ according to DAVID 
FERRIE, was named ^pAMOS . FERRIE also told BROSHSARS about a 
boy ncimed ’'B I LL'''^who'' worked in the Book Depository, BROSHEARS 
felt that this might have been one of the assassins v;ho fired 
at the President from the rear. 


FERRIE had told BROSHEARS that H. L. HUNT of Dallas, 
Texas, had enter' tained KALE BOGGS after the Warren Commission 
Hearings. FERRIE had pointed out a connection between H. L.- 
HUtlT and HALE BOGGS previously. FERRIE had had a deep hatred 
for HALE BOGGS, and had linked HALE BOGGS with CLAY SHAW. 

FERRIE had told BROSHEARS that SHAW had sone ownership in Dallas 
and had met HUNT through his financial dealings, possibly with 
Hunt Foods, or possibly through the Trade Mart in Dallas. 


BROSHEARS said that DAVID FERRIE had a "beautiful 
machete", a Barrettiltalian pistol, in addition to the posses- 
sions of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

BROSHEARS stated that he did not know GORDON NOVEL, 
and could not remember that name, but requested that he see a 
picture of the man. 


Once again asking BROSHEAR about "EU^iLPH" (the walking 
man photo) , BROSHEARS said that he might have been the man who 
chauffered CLAY SHAW's car in 1965. He said that a nan had 
hustled him and taken $10 from him at his hotel. BROSHEARS said 
that he would have met this man, if this were indeed the person, 
at either one of the two bars previously mentioned. 


BROSHEARS said that he met a man named "KERRY" and 
"from a picture he identified KERRY THORNLEY at the bar called 
Dixie's. FERRIE had commented on the similarity of appearance 
between TFIORNLEY and LEE HARVEY OSWALD, but had told BROSHEARS 
that the similarity stopped with the appearance.

It is impossible to estimate the truth or falsehood 
of the Reverend's statements about the assassination. It is

On July 27, 1968, at approximately 0:30 p.m., Mr. 

.-.Marl: Lane and myself went to visit Rev. RAYMOND BROSHEARS at 
his Long Beach address on Orange Avenue. According to an 
arrangement made with him hy telephone, we visited him to 
discuss his association with DAVID FERRIE, his knowledge of 
the assassination of President Kennedy which he gained from 
DAVID FEPJIIE, and the television appearance he made on a Los 
Angeles television show called "The Stan Bohrman Shov^" . (See 
Kiemorandum of July 10, 1968). ’■ , , 


V/e asked REV. BROSHEARS to tell us about his stay 
in Nev; Orleans. Mr. BROSHEARS 'said that in 1965 he came to 
New Orleans from East St. Louis having worked there with the 
Congress of Racial Equality tinder a man w’-ho was an executive 
in that organisation named MR. ItANDOLPH. Mr. RANDOLPH had 
given him the names of several people in the same organization 
in Bogalousa. After going to Bogalousa, REV. BROSIIEARS had 
been stopiied by officers, from the I.oulsiana State Police and 
interrogated. He said, "I was heat up." The REV. BROSIIEARS 
came to Nev; Orleans. 


* BROSHEARS said that he came to New Orleans knov'/ing no 
one lierc, hov;evcr, he had come here to escape his prohlcins. 




REV. BROSHEARS said that lie registered at a Iiotel 
which had no name, which- was across from the Continental 
Trailv/ays Bus Station. ‘He said he registered under the name of 
ESlbB RAYMOND ALLEN. Shortly after ‘his coming to Nev; Orlecins7\ 
/Kr met DAVID FERRIE. BROSHEARS said that he met FERRIE at a 
[ bar v;hich v;as knov;n in the French Quarter as ci homosexual bar 
1 called"D i-xie ' E" . He said that he also associated • v;ith DAVID 
1 FERRIE at. another laar knov;n as "LaFitte’s in F,xile". j 
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BROSflEiUlS SciiiS that he discussed the cissassiiiat ion . 
of-President Kennedy v/iUi DAVID PERRIIi; only after having known 
him intimately for a v;hile. BROSILEARS stated that FERRIE had 
discussed with him the following names in relation to the 
assess j nition of President Kennedy, and a conspiracy in which 
FEFIRTE admitted his ovm involvement. The names were: 
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HALE BOGGS, Representative to Congress from the 
State of Louisiaxia;

RICHARD C. LAUCIILI, of Collingsville , 111.; 
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CLAY SfiAW, who Ferrie said had been Director 

of the International Trade Mart in New Orleans 
and was now financially responsible , for HALE 
BOGGS remaining in Congress. 


At - that time BROSHEARS said, 
v/hat the Trade Mart was.”

BROSHEARS said that FERRIE stayed^ over night with him 
at his hotel room on several occasions. During one of those 
occasions two men came to their door and forced their .entrance 
to the room. They questioned FERRIE, threatened FERRIE, and, 
accox'ding to BROSHEARS, left abruptly. After these two men 
left, BROSHEARS asked FERRIE who they' were . FERRIE said, "They 
are just men who I am afraid of." BROSHEARS said that .these 
men had hxirriedly identified themselves and he could not see 
from their identification who they were. BROSHEARS stated that 
FERRIE later told him that they said they were from the District 
Attorney's Office {NOTE: This was in 1965.) BROSHEARS said 

that FERRIE was fantastically nervous, and was given to deep 
periods of depression. He said that it was only when FERRIE 
drank to excess, or had taken pills that FERRIE would confide" 
casually with BROSHEARS in some of the involvement that he had 
had with the assassination. BROSHEP:RS said that he did not tell 
him immediately that he was involved with -Civil Rights work, but 
later discussed his background. 
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FERRIE told BROSHEARS of "the mess he was' in". FERRIE 
said he was a pilot. He shov/ed Eastern Airlines Wings v;ith his 
name engraved on the back to BROSHEARS, and said that he had 
been fired from that organization for charges .of homosexuality. 
FERRIE slated to BROSHEARS that he had been flying private 
planes to Guatemala, Costa Rica and British Honduras. EROSlIEARS 
said -that, "If this was a way to make money, DAVID didn't have 
any." BROSHEARS stated that he felt that FERRIE had been forced 
to work for this organization, and had been "hooked into it". 

He sciid t hat FERRI E never liked the work he was doing, but tha't 
'TerME >iad confided., in. , him tha t llg.^wa^^worlci ng “for " - a- groxvp" "of— 
"people v/’no v/anted to take over the United States" . 
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Since BROSHEARS felt that the homosexual underground • 
in which he and FERRIE were involved v/as "an hysterical scene", 
he said that he did not take FERRIE seriously. ^ FERR IE said 
that he was flying gun^and attimunition . FERRIE told BRO'SFIEA'RS"' 
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thcit he h'Zid been stopped by British officials at a place called 
'i Belize during a "regular run" to a British colony in British 
Honduras. He told BKOSHBhKS that his plane had been inspected 
and that the authorities there had contacted his bosses in New 
Orleans. FEi'ililE told BROSEIEARS that he.v/as irrumediately released 
He toiUl. i.!EiOSIlERS that he flev; a tv/in engined plane, but that 
during the entire time of his v/ork for tliis organization he v/as 
not doii:g it voluntarily, but v/as being blackmailed. BROSKEARS 
had notlii.ng in the way of money, but FERRIE v/ould often give 
him small amounts - $20 or so - after he had gotten money by 
taking the St. Charles streetcar to a location which Fr’RRIE 
only called "the agency". ‘ 

FERRIE told BROSHEARS in regard to President Johnson, 
"that daraned Johnson.. If you knew what I knew, you'd kill the 
bastard." "DAVID said he killed J.F.k;*, BROSHEARS said. ; 
BROSHEARS asked him how he knevv; this, and DAVID refused to say. 

DAVID FERItlE told BROSHEARS he was to fly two men, 
two of the assassins who killed President Kennedy, in South 
Houston out of the country. FERRIE said that he was to fly 
fro.m Houston with the two assassins to Central or South America 
and later to Capetown, Republic of 'South Africa. The reason 
for going to South Africa, said FERRIE, was that tha't country 
had no extradition treaty with the United States. FERRIE told 
BROSHEARS that the assassins never showed up. They were 
supposed to have come to the Houston Airport in a small aircraft 
-after the assassination, from Dallas and Fort VJ'orth, Texas. 
Instead, FERRIE told BROSHEARS, they .tried to make it all the. 
way over the Mexican border and their plane crashed and burned 
on a sandy little islet just off of Corpus Christi; . Texas* 

FERRIE said that one- of the assassins named CARLOS had directions 
to fly to meet him at the Houston Airport, and had further 
djirections to a bar where they were t^o make a contact in 
Central or South America. ' . . 

FERRIE' told BROSKtEARS,- "It seems like you big money 
Acr^^v-ttrees arc into everything.” When BROSEIEARS asked him what 
he meant by this he said that BILLY JMES HARGIS and another 
"big phoney up in Nev; Jersey" (BROSHE.^iRS said this was DR. CARL 
MeINTIRE). were involved in the plot against President Kennedy.

FERRIE said that, "President Kennedy is the first, 
they're not going to stop until they kill every nigger, in this 
country." BROSEIEARS asked v/ho he meant by" "they": DAVID FERRIE 

said, "H.MjE EiOGGS / and the, others. ' Ele blackmails everyone.. He 
has a.Ejlackmail file, I know." FERRIE told BROSHEARS that some 
otlier -people had been killed as a result of what they knew about 
the assas.sim tion. Ele did not evidently tell BROSHEARS v;ho 
these people v/cre. ■ FERRIE did say that if Jacqueline Kennedy 
or Roliox'L Kennedy ever spoEcc out about the assassination they 
had been vrirncd they would be killed also. FERRIE told imOSHE-ARS 
that ol:E-ier people who were in Dal las had been killed. 

BROSHSARS doubted what I^KRRIE had told him. He said 
that FERRIE ought to go to see a psychiatrist- PERIilE said 
that he knev/ what he v;as talking about. He said that there is 
an organ 3. zat ion called the Central Intelligence Agency and that 
one of the leaders of that organization, a man named DULLES, is 
n'ot a fine man. FERE^IE told BROSEIEARS; "They are going to turn 
this country into one big barbed v;ire prison." 
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BROSIiEi\RS said to FERRlE that, "Everyone knows that 
LEE lEVRVEy _ OSWALD killed President Kennedy." FERRIE replied, 
"Have you ever read the Viarren Report? If you do, you will 
see thrill tJiey never looked at the evidence." FERRIE said, 

"Thc’y murdered one of the best lays I've ever had. He didn't 
have anyLhing to do v.'itVi killing President Kennedy. He v;as 
set up'." (LEE ffi\RVEY OSWAI.D) FERRIE told BROSHEARS that 
GENERAl'i S’.'AJjKER v.'qs the "military . brains " behind the rightest 
group. "There are tv/o people in this country in New Orleans, 
KENT COURTNEY and CEAY' -SUAW . SHAW keeps HALE BOGGS in office." 
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While on a television program in Los Angeles, Cali-- 
forni^t, the Stan Bohrman Show, July 8,1968, BROSHEARS stated 
that he had been arrested for threatening the life of President 
Johnson. He said that he, made the statement, "President . 

Johnson, vdio v\ras responsili^'Le directly -or indirectly for the 
assassination of our beloved President Kennedy, should be put 
to death." BP.OSHE.ARS told us that he had made these statements 
because of what D.AVID FERRIE had told him. After he made these 
statements in late 1965, he was told by DAVID FERRIE who was 
told by a man he now knows as CLAY SHAW but then knew as CLAY 
or BERT, In approximately September of 1965, BROSHEARS was 
arrested by Secret Service agents and Federal Marshals and 
taken to the Veterans Administration Hospital in New Orleans. . 
There he v/as arraigned by Federal Judge' Chris tenberry in the 
presence of other Secret Service ' agents for* conspiring to 
assassinate President Johnson. Mark Lane asked BROSHEARS i^rho 
•the other co-conspirators were. BROSHEARS said that he had . 
made statements and discussed President Johnson in a disparaging 
way with four others v/ho w'are also arraigned according to what 
lie could find out. One of them, he said, was a young man from 
National City, although he rememberd no names. .During his 
detention in the Veterans Administration Hospital Psychiatric' 
Ward in New Orleans, he v/as questioned by Secret Service agents,. 
RUFUS Y0UNGBI.00D, a MR. SHERMEN or SHERWOOD,’ and an agent TOM 
HORN, (now in the. Los Angeles Bureau of the Secret Service) . 

One of those agents told BROSIIEARS, "For your own good we’re 
going to coihiait you to a federal mental institution." BROSHEARS 
v/as then taken by Secret Service agents to Gulfport Psychiatric 
Hospital in October or November of 1965, and Vv^as not released 
until April of 1966, During BROSHEAR's stay in the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in Nev/ Orleans, he was under. the care 
of a DFi. STONE. In the .middle of that stay he was told that' 

DR. STONE bad been taken' off the case, by Judge CHRISTENBERRY, 
and been replaced by a DR.' ROBINSON. BROSIIE-ARS later -found out 
that Stone liad been trars ferred to the Veterans Administration • 
Hospital in Ca'sa Verde, After he had been transferred to the 
Gulfpott Psychiatric Hospital, a DR. CLARK, v/ho was in charge 
of REV. BROSHEARS, said to Secret Service agents after reviewing 
his case, "We're not jailors. We are discharging you." (to 
BROSHEARS) Agents repeatedly questioned BROSHEARS as to whether 
or not he v/as acquainte.d v/ith DAVID FERRIE in New Orleans, and 
BROSHEARS denied tliis acquaintance. 


We asked BROSHEARS if he had ever known or heard t'ne 
name PERRY RUSSO. BROSHEARS told \is that DAVID had talked 
about him many times. Ho had said to BROSHEARS that RUSSO 
.beat }iim up. FERRIE told him that RUSSO bad stolen or taken 
$2300 from, CLAY SHAW. BROSEiEARS could not exactly remember 
under what . circumstances FERRIE told him RUSSO had gotten -this 
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money, hot thcit it had to do v;ith soraa sort of financial 
transaction and involved MR. SilW. 

After being questioned at Gulfport Hospital by . - 

Sccro.l r'.ervice ageiits, one of the cigents returned from 
WashiugtvMi, D. C., and told BROSHEARS, "You'll get a com- 
pensation pension. You will have to report to us every time 
you move fro.m one city to another. If you do not do these 
things, you v.’ill be put in a federal jail mental institution. 

If you do cooperate, you will receive your compensation pension 
regularly." At that time the agents gave him $1700 (BROSHEARS 
believes it v/as either $1300 or $1700), as 'back compensation". 
B ROSHEARS was told by the accents never to return to .Hew Orleans^ . 
but to t(o back to his home. . . ‘ ; 

BROSHEARS was given a ticket by the. agents to take 
a Southern Airlines flight from New Orleans to St. Louis to 
go to his epunsin's farm in St- Louis and remain there. He 
was told. to stay out of New Orleans. l" . 

BROSHEARS said that he wanted to talk with DR. STONE 
in Cincinnatti. He said that he purchased a Chevrolet -and 
did visit iiis counsin in Cotaville. He said tVa t he crossed 
a bridge at New Harmony and the Indiana State Police at tha.t 
border stopped him. He was questioned by the police and then 
taken to a small cafe which BROSHEARS called a 'truck. stop" . 

At that cafe £»n agent of the Secret Service was waiting. Mr. 
BROSHEARS could not rr^member \\?hether this was RUFUS YOUNGBLOOD 
or agent SflERlvOOD. This v/cis in Hay of 1966. ' . 

The Secret Service agent asked BROSHEARS, at the cafe, 
where ho was going. BROSHEARS told him he was going to see DR. 
STONE .i.n Cincinnatti. The agent told him that he had no need 
to see anybody and should return immediately to his counsin 's 
f£trra. The agent did ask him, however, if he v/as going to see 
DAVID FERRIE in New Orleans, and BROSHEARS denied that. 

BROSHEARS then went to the Secret Service office in 
St. Louis and said that he was going to leave this part of the 
country and go to California. He told the agents there that 
he v/as going to San Francisco- They said that v/ould be all 
right, and that he should report to a MR. NEWMAN at the Secret 
Service Bureau .in San’ Francisco. 

Once in San Francisco, BROSHEARS said tha.t he didn’t 
report to anyone, but took an apartment in a suburb. The’ agents 
found, liim one’^v/eek later at 347 Eddy Street. NEV7MAN and another 
agent 'called HAMi!40MD told him that he had violated his instructions 
and that lie was going to be put iii. a hospital if he ever did 
that again. They cilso told him to call the federal building 
tv/icc a v/eck. BROSHEARS followed their instructions. 

In explanation of BROSHEARS ' bcickground, he told us 
the follov/itg story. 

BROSHEARS said that he had been living in 1.964 in 
Bellvillc, East .St. Louis. HOMER RANDOLF, head of the Congress 
of Racial Equality there, v/as rev. BROSHE.^XRS ’ superior in Civil’ 
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■ Rights v/ork. In Bellville, BROSHEikRS said, an nil white city, 
the territorial border had been reconstructed so as to keep 
tlic Negro section out of the city. BHOSFIEARS had announced 
publicly that he was going to stage n sit-in in a restaurant 
in East J^t. Louis. This v;as printe’d in the East St. Louis 
JournriJ and the sit-in w£is scheduled for Noveniber 11th on 
Veterans Isay. Mayor Nichols of that city had BROSKEARS cirrested 
and taJeen to liim. He told BROSHE.sRS that their city was a "nice 
Germim-JJutch heritage town, and we must stop you from making a 
mistake". Present at that meeting were the Justice of the Peace 
and the Chief of Police. BROSIIEARS was told not to stage the 
sit-in. 

. . • On November lOth, the morning before the sit-in v;as 

schedvtled, BROSHEARS was again arrested, taken into custody, 
and he v/as threatened by the Chief of ’Police that he would be 
put in prison. He said that he had not broken any lav-/, but 
the police stated that they were aware of laws that he had 
broken. On November 11th, REV. BROSHEARS staged the sit-in 
. that he had planned. At 7:30 a.m., on November 12th, BROSHEIARS 

was arrested and taken to the Chief of Police. He was charged 
with the sexual molestation of a young boy. BROSHEARS phoned 
his superior, MR. RANDOLF, and RANDOLF told him not to say . . 

anything or sign anything. RANDOLF said that he would get hold 
of cin attorney who was a friend of his named ROY COHN, and 
would be back in touch v/ith him. BROSHEARS xvas charged with 
.- sexual molestation of a boy 17 years old named WILLI.AM GORGEOUS: 
BROSHEARS said that this boy had come ' to the door of his apart- 
ment on November 8th. The boy had asked him to help him v/ith 
r religious and sexual problems which he said he had. REV. 

BROSHEARS stated that he had talked with the boy, but had never 
touched him in any v/ay. BROSHEARS said tha’t the charge had 
been filed, and according to the records was recorded at 10:30 
a.m. on the 10th of November which was before his arrest, and 
before the sit-in which he staged on the 11th. BROSHEARS said 

• ■ that the Chief of Police said, "Boy, we are your friends, and 

wo are going to make it easy on you. Sign this paper and you’ll 
get .2 days in jail and then v/e'll let you go." A half an hour 
later they brought him a statement to sign. It was a statement 
of admission to the charges. BROSHEARS signed that paper without 
having been re-contacted by MR. RANDOLF or the attorney. 

. BROSHFIARS said that he had originally refused to sign the paper ' 

• • until the policemen who - were speaking to him brought in a copy 

of a newspaper which liad the heeidline "Bellville Minister 
Arrested-Sexual Perversion Cliarged" . BROSHEARS became hysterical 
and signed all of the papers v/hich the officers requested. 

• Fifte^in mi.nuLcs later Mr. RANDOLF came with MR. COHN. Both said 
• ; that Llicy knew that he had been forced to sign the ’paper, but 

tliat notliing could be done at tliaf time. BROSHEARS was in 
. MINA.R1) State Penitentiary for the following six months. BROSHEARS 

said that after he v/as. discharged, he went to Nev/ Orleans and 
worked at a carnival under the name RAYMOND ALLEN. At the 
carnivcjl lie war. known as "CORKY". BROSHEARS said that he could 
not find any other employment as a result of his prior arrest 
and incarceration. BROSfffiARS said that he then v/ent to work 
for an organixation called "Deacons For The Defense of Justice" 

• . in Bogalousa, Louisiana. 
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X^hen we asked KEV. BROSIJEARS if he felt that DAVID 
FERRIE v/orked for "Deacons for Defense and Justice". 


As a result of his appearance' on the Los Angeles 
television program on the 8th of July, 1968, BR0SH3AUS was 
visiteil 5>y Secret Service Agent TOM HORN. BROSKHARS was told 
that he would lose his pension if he appeared on another such 
tclevion program. BRQSliEARS was threatened- by Agent and 

v/£is told that he v/ould‘ "end up in Alameda Bay" if he did not 
keep his mouth shut- BROSHEARS said that he v/as- in constant 
touch v;it'h Agent JOE 'CONLIN from the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation Office in Long Beach. He also said that he was in touch 
with a I.T. JOHN COWAN of the Long Beach Police Department and 
also SGT. CflARLES USERY of that police department. SGT. USERY^ 
according to BROSHEARS, has knowledge' about the murder of a 
reporter v/hich took place in the Long Beach Police Department . 
The reporter's name vras BILL HUNTER from Dallas, Texas, 


Tv/o Long Beach Police Department intelligence detectives 
have also befriended BROSIiEARS for the purpose, he believes, of, 
keeping an eye on him. These are GARY COVIN , and JOHN OVvEN. 


VJhen v/e asked if REV. EROSHEARS knew a DR. THOMAS. 
BECKHAM ) BROSeiEARS Stated that he did, indeed' know' DRl BECKHAM, 
that he had corresponded v/ith DR. BECKHAM, and produced a 
photograph of BECKHAM in which he was shovm as an entertainer 
The personal management office of BECKHAM was listed under the 
name of FRED I.EE CRISMAN. - ■ j 


Other information which BROSHEARS gave us in response 
to several questions was: 


A) BROSHEARS had been extremely upset because Agent RUFUS 
YOUNGBTjOOD of the Secret Service Office had told him in 
the last v;eek of March, 1966, that DAVID FERRIE was dead. 

This was before BROSHEARS left Gulfport Hospital. YOUNGBLOOD 
■ had told him that DAVID FERltlE had committed suicide, and 
that therefore it would not be necessary for BROSHEARS to 
ever. try and find FERRIE again. 


It \i?as not until just prior to 

our meeting on Wednesday, July 23, 1968, that EROSHEARS had 
learned of FERRIE 's death in January of 1967. BROSIffiARS said 
that ho; had obviously been told falsely that FERRIE had died 
by Agent YOUNGBLOOD. 

B) -BROSHEARS said that DAVID FERRIE had friends and family in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 


C) Wc explained that Garrison's investigation had not begun 
unt.il November of 1966, and tViat therefore the men v/ho had 
represented themselves as being from the District Attorney ' s 
Office in 1965 had represented themselves falsely.' EROSIiE.ARS 
said, "These v/eren't Garrison's men in DAVID 's hotel room." 
BROSHEARS asked us if v;e kne'w the name ROBERT DUVALL (spalling 
unsure) . He said DAVID flew him to one of the Central 
American countries, and was sexually intimate with him.

■ E) DAVID FERRIE told BR05HEARS that LEE 0SV7ALD had 

boon a- bi-sexual. BROSEiEARS had seen and identification 
bracelet vrith the ricimo IiEE on it, and also a grey or beige 
hunter's hat v/hich v/as in possessiori of DAVID FERRIE. 

F) FKt'.RIE had told BROStDI'VRS that Officer TIPPIT v/as sent to 
murder LEE EmRVxEY OSWALD because LEE IViHVEY OSVJALD had 
inf iJ trcited a "cell" for the FBI. -EERRIE told EROSIIEARS 
thal. OSWALD had gone to Russia j.ri connection with work for 
the FBI. FERRIE also told BROSHEARS that the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the FBI hated each otlier and v/orked 
against eacli other. 

G) FERRIE told BROSHEARS that three people worked in the Texas 
School Book Depository, and composed the ‘'cell" v/hich had 

■ been infiltrated by LEE HARVEY OSWALD. BROSHEARS said that 
one of their names was BOB, but that he knew not the last 
name, FERRIE had told BROSHEARS that JACK RUBY was 'also 
involved v/ith these people who worked in the TSBD. It was • 
BOB, according to FEEtRIE, thi t v/as supposed to kill OSWALD 
in the Book Depository. . • -

I don't recall my first meeting with CLAY SHAW. 
How'ever, it was probably in '58 or '59. The original interest in 
meeting was through business at the international Trade Mart 
and the possibility of purchasing and restoring Vieux Carre 
property myself. I am a designer of interiors and interior 
furnishings and I am also Director of the Oriental Gallery at 
the 20th Century Shop. One other person that I do know through 
the International Trade Mart, and CLAY SHAW, is J. B. DAUENHAUER. 
But only through the Trade Hart and through CLAY do I know J. B. 

I moved to 4919 Magazine Street in February of 
1961. I don't recall, or don't know the date that OSWALD moved 
into 4907 Magazine Street. I never had occasion to speak to him 
(OSW.ALD) but passed him on several occasions going to Rex Layndry 
and Dry-cleaners. I don't recall ever seeing him untidy or with 
a beard. Then on December 15th of 1964, I moved back to the 
Quarter. 


The Sunday before Mardi Gras of 1965, CLAY 
attended a buffet party that afternoon in my apartment at 619 
Gov. Nichols. After moving back to the Quarter, I did see CLAY 
passing on the street, or once in a while at the Coffee Shop 
Restaurant on St. Peter next to Pat O'Brien's.

c) From the Texas School Book Depository Building I was 
able to take some film and a few stills on the third 
floor.

On 
the fourth floor, the highest floor to which the elevator 
will ascend even though five (Incl. the "5”) are on the 
TSBD push-button control panel in the elevator. The fourth 

Findings floor people are well trained and told me to leave the 
building. Then I went to the thlid. I was also able to 
get Into the back stairway by an "EXIT" door. This is 
the stairway Oswald allegedly used. Walking up to the 
fourth floor one finds that the door to continue to the 
fifth floor is completely blocked. Boxes are stacked in 
front of it as if it was never intended to be a door; and 
to anyone who didn't know it was there it would not be 
visible. The freight elevator is only twenty feet, at most, 
from the stairway marked "EXIT” I was able to take some 
photos and some film of the loading docks on both the 
South (Dealy Plaza) side of the TSBD and the rear or 
Houston S^. side. There are two docks. The small street 
that runs parallel to Elm St. above (north of) the Cement 
Pergola not only services the truck entrance for the load- 
ing dock but also has a back entrance (from the Railroad 
yards to the TSBD) leading out of a make-shift garage. The 
photos I send you on this will be much more self explana- 
tory than my description.
